AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


We; the Auditors of the town of Sharon, having examined the ac- 
counts of the Selectmen and Treasurer find that the Treasurer, has re- 
ceived the sum of $1,215.67, and that he has paid out the sum of 
$1,176.10 on the orders of the Selectmen, and that he now stands 
charged with the sum of $39.57 due the town. % 


The Selectmen have ordered that the amount of $1,176.10 be paid 
out by the Treasurer, bnt refuse to show vouchers for the same, so 
that it is impossible for us to say what the money was expended for. 


A day for auditing the account of the Selectmen was appointed 
Feb. 14, 1903, and as the Selectmen failed to bring vouchers for the 
different amounts that their orders called for, the meeting was post- 
poned until Feb. 21, on which date they in defiance of our request, 
again failed to produce the necessary vouchers.
